Tragic End of “Mike,” the Auditorium

It was 
said this disappointinent embittered 
Mike's last days.

Elgin Watch Company Secures an Order 
fer 100,000 Movements as a Result 
of the St. Louls Nominations, 


Elgin, III., June 21.—[Special.] -An order 
for 100,000 watch movements has been placed 
with the Elgin National Watch company, 
including all the grades manufactured here, 
and makes an inimediate increase of the 
force of employés necessary. The order was 
placed as soon as the nomination of McKin- 
ley at St. Louis was a certainty, and has 
caused great rejoicing in Elgin. 

The company’s directors have decided to 
begin the manufacture at once of a grade of 
cheap watches te compete with the Swiss 

which has been pouring into this 
coun of late at the rate of thousands a 
day. The latter have been placed on the 
market at prices below the cheapest made 
hy the Elgin National Watch company. but 
the new movement to be made here will be 
sold below the Swiss watches and will be of 
much better material. The manufatture of 
these movements will be continued until a 
change is made in the tariff laws. 

Four years ago the factory here employed 
3,200 people and made 2,500 movements a 
day; at present the number of employés is 
2,200 and the output about 2,000 movements 
a day, the force working five days a week. 
The number of employés will be increased at 
once and the factory may run six days a 
week. ,

CLUB-HOUSE KEEPER Is MURDERED! 


Martin Clihal, Guardian of the Prop- 
erty of a Chicage Pleasure Organ- 
ization, Killed Near Forsyth, Ind. 


The murder of Martin Clihal, the aged 
keeper of the house of the Chicago Outing 
club, near Forsyth early Saturday morning 
is most mysterious. 

Clihal, who was known to many as The 
Butcher,” was found in his little shanty on 
the banks of the Calumet River at 2 o’clock 
in the afternoon by Joseph Connors, who 
came out from Chicago with his wife on a 
fishing tour. When the couple came to the 
place there was no response to their 
repeated knocks and when they pushed open 
the rude door they found the body of the 
old man weltering in his own blood, which 
poured from a bullet hole in the back of his 
head. He was crouched behind an ice box, 


where the bottled goods were kept, and indi- 


cations pointed to murder. 

There were scores of people along the 
river with night lines and gill nets, but 
they did not pay any attention to the shot 
which took Clihal’s life, the reason for this 
being there had been shooting on both sides 
of the river since sundown on Saturday 
night. It is believed robbery was the mo- 
tive which led up to the killing. 

Clihal received a sum of money a few days 
before, and in addition to the receipts for the 
week he must have had in his possession 
nearly $600, Only nine silver dollars and 
a few pennies were found by Deputy Coro- 
ner Crawford, who held the inquest, 

When Connors found the man he im- 
mediately gave the alarm, and Policeman 
Henry Huckelberg, stationed at Roby, re- 
sponded. He searched the place, and arrest- 
ed a half dozen persons, but released them 
later in the day. 

P. D. Banhauer, an employé of the Stand- 
ard Oil company at Whiting, was caught in 
the afternoon. He had a revolver with two 
empty chambers of the same caliber as the 
ball which killed the old man. He was taken 
to Hammond, but denied that he was in any 
Way implicated. 

What adds mystery to the shooting is that 
no one heard the report of the revolver. 
Charles Trefler of Pullman, who is employed 
in the club-house, was asleép in the attic 
over the room where Clihal was killed, and 
says he did not hear the shot. Two men came 
there early in the evening and asked for food, 
which the old boat-house keeper gave them. 
They returned again at midnight and asked 
for liquor, and because their request was 
refused they threatened to get even with 
same one. 4 

Trefler believes the men carried out their 
threat, and, after killing Clihal, rified his 
pockets. Stable boys at Sheffield saw two 
men of the description given by Trefier 
running along Indiana boulevard. They 
went toward the La Shore tracks, but 
when they went out to search for them the 
men climbed aboard a freight train. That 
is the last seen of them. Policemen are at 
work on the case.

LETTERS TO BE IN EVIDENCE 


Some Are Positive, While Others Are 
Misleading. 


DENIALS OF RAILWAY OFFICIALS, 


Several thousand railroad workmen in 
Chicago and throughout the United States 
think the General Managers of railroads of 
Chicago and elsewhere are guilty of a con- 
spiracy to deprive them of opportunities 
to work. Eighty of these men have made 
affidavits and turned evidence in their 
possession into the hands of Carlisle & 
Strong, attorneys in the Unity Building, and 
next Wednesday suits aggregating hun- 
dreds of thousands of dollars for damages 
will be filed by that firm in the Circuit 
and Superior Courts against almost every 
railway corporation having terminals or 
offices in Chicago. 

The railroad men assert they were black- 
listed by the railroads on account of their 
connection with the American Railway 
Union strike of 1894, and their failure to se- 
cure employment under their own names 
after telling the truth concerning their acts 
and occupation at the time of the great boy- 
cott they consider evidence of blacklisting. 

The names and occupations of the men 
who bring the suits, with the names of the 
railway corporations against which the suits 
will be brought, are given below. In most 
cases the first road named will be charged 
with the act of blacklisting, and the others 
are considered accessories to the act on ac- 
count of refusal made to give employment 
without adequate reason, and in many in- 
stances the refusal to employ will be used as 
evidence to prove a blacklisting conspiracy 
between the roads. 

Huston Case in Evidence. | 

The case of A. L. Huston, who applied to 
the trainmaster of the Wabash road at 
Forest, III., for a job, brought forth a letter 
from the trainmaster as follows: 

‘Wabash railroad company, office of 
Trainmaster, application of A. L. Huston, 
Forest, III., Aug. 16, 1894.— A. L. Huston, 
Esq., Chicago, III.— Dear Sir: Referring to 
attached. It you have not been concerned 
in recent strike and can bring clearance to 
that effect, showing where you were work- 
ing June 30 and since, can give you a job of 
braking. Yours truly, 

H. W. BALLou, Train master.“ 

Other letters, which are ostensibly recom- 
mendations, but which are held to bear in 
themselves the evidences of blacklisting, will 
appear largely in evidence. .

* Illinois Central Raflroad Company, Of- 
fice of Superintendent of Terminals, Chi- 
cago, Dec. 23, 1895.—To whom presented: 
The bearer, Louis Burnham, was employed 
by this company from 1887 to 1892 as freight 
brakeman and conductor; from 1892 to 1894 
as switchman in Chicago yard. During that 
time he was sober, steady, performed his 
work satisfactorily. Unfortunately he was 
influenced to leave the service, but so far 
as I am aware he was not actively aggres- 
sive, did nothing to hinder the transaction 
of this company’s business. I believe he 
now regrets his action, and as he has been 
out of work a long time, has an invalid wife 
to care for, I should be glad tasee him given 
enmployment, and feel satisfied that he will 
make his*employer a valuable man. 

J. W. HiGGIns, 
Never Secured a Job. 
Superintendent of Terminals. 

The above letter reads as if it should get 
a man a job if anything would, but the man 
for whom it was written has never been 


able to secure railroad work since he left 


the IHinois Central's employment. 

Burnham, who is referred to in the first 
letter above, had asked Yardmaster Cherry 
ot the Nickel-Plate for a position. 

„Where were you working at the time of 
the strike?” asked Cherry. 

„For the IIhnois Central.“ 

„Bring us a clearance from them,” said 
Cherry. 5 

Burnham applied for and received the 
letter quoted. 

When he exhibited the letter Cherry said: 

„Why don’t Higgins give you a job?” 

„He says he can’t. That he has not the 
power to do so.“ 

„Well,“ was Cherry's answer, “if he 
can’t, I can’t. I’ve sent hundreds of letters 
of that kind to my people, but they won't 
recognize them. It is no use to go further.”

Deputy Marshals, Sheriffs were arrested, 
State authority was overthrown, and the 
strong arm of the Federal Government took 
possession of matters properly belonging to 
the States. Against that, sir, I protest. 

“I protest against these blanket Federal 
injunctions. I protest against the omnibus 
injunction. I object to sending Deputy 
Marshals all over the country to take the 
place of State authority; and that in a meas- 
ure like that resolution, in the excitement of 
the times. We are, as a party, as a demo- 
ic party, liable to do violence to every Dem- 
ocratic principle and to surrender here in 
these halls, as representatives of the people 
of our States, the essential democratic 
principle of local self-government.

Until within the last few 
weeks it was not believed there were any 
free silver men in any party in Wisconsin, 
but the result of the Democratic county con- 
ventions throughout the State shows that 
the silver sentiment has secured a strong 
hold on a certain element of the Democratic 
party. However, the gold standard men are 
confident of victory, but admit that the 
strength of the silver men is a surprise to 
them and is such as to produce an element 
of uncertainty which will make the conven- 
tion of Tuesday decidedly interesting. 

Senator Vilas and National Committee- 
man E. C. Wall have promised President 
Cleveland that Wisconsin shall be found in 
the column of States in the Chicago conven- 
tion which shall uphold sound money and 
the policy of the administration. It was not 
believed that there would be any difficulty 
in controlling this State, but there is a large 
faction of the party which is opposed to the 
machine rule which has governed the party 
in the State for the last six years, and this 
faction has seized on the silver issue as a 
pretext to rally and unite all of the elements 
opposed to the Vilas-Wall machine.

FORAKER FLAYS TELLER. 


TALKS OF THE MONEY PLANK IN THE 
REPUBLICAN PLATFORM, 


He Declares It Defines Exactly the Past 
Policy of the Republican Party on the 
Silver Question=Has Always Been for 
Bimetallism When It Can Be Secured 
Threugh International Agreement 
Bolters Had the Same Reason for 
Leaving the Party at Minneapolis. 
Cincinnati, O., June 21.—In view of Sen- 
ator-elect Foraker’s relation to the making of 
the platform at St. Louis and his relations 
with Senator Teller four years ago im a sim- 
ilar capacity, his utterance on the subject 
of gold and silver last night in his ratification 
— becomes of peculiar interest. He 
said: 
“I want to take advantage of this oppor- 


tunity to say a word about the effort now 


being made to make it appear that the Re- 
publican party declared in its money plank 
for something new at St. Louis. That is not 
true. 

The declaration of the Republican party, 
as embodied in its money plank at St. Louis, 
defines exactly what has been the position 
of ‘the Republican party through all these 
years with respect to this silver question. 
Silver was demonetized in 1873, and ever 
since that we have been on a single gold 
standard basis. About the same time several 
of the leading nations of Europe demonetized 
silver, and ever since that time an effort has 
been made to get back to the standard. We 
have seen in behalf of this the three inter- 
national money conferences, the object of 
them being to agree with other nations upon 
an international ratio according to which we 
could have the free coinage of silver. But 
all these efforts have failed. 

It has been constantly and repeatedly de- 
clared by both parties that bimetallism was 
desirable in preference to gold or silver 
monometallism. Both parties have agreed 
that we could maintain the parity of the two 
metals and bring about bimetallism again by 
an international agreement. Some have in- 
sisted in the meanwhile that if we could not 
do it that way we could do it alone, without 
regard to what other nations might see fit to 
do. The Republican party has constantly, 
consistently, and persistently stood up 
against that idea. 

Teller’s Course at Minneapolis, 

Four years ago when we held the con- 
vention at Minneapolis it was my fortune 
to be the Chairman of the Committee on 
Resolutions, as I was at the St. Louis con- 
vention, and it was my fortune to be asso- 
ciated in that committee with Senator 
Teller. He and his associates from the sil- 
ver States came to the convention and came 
before that committee asking us to insert 
& plank pledging the Republican party to 
the free coinage of silvér. We refused to do 
it. We declared that we were in favor of 
international bimetallism, but that until 


that was brought about it would be our pol- 


icy to maintain silver at a parity with gold 
by issuing no more of it than could be 
tained at a parity with gold. 

They accepted the result and remained in 
the Republican party. That declaration was 
simply a declaration like the one adopted the 
other day—that we would stand precisely 
where we were until we could do better. We 
were agreed that we could safely undertake 
to have bimetallism by international agree- 
ment; we were unwilling and refused to at- 
tempt it by free and independent coinage. 

They did not feel called upon to go out 
of the party then; their consciences did not 
seem to trouble them so much then as now. 
They remained in the party four years 
longer. When the last session of Congress 
commenced, with a result of this Democratic 
free trade experiment, the government was 
found to have deficient revenues—not enough 
revenues to meet its current expenses. A 
bill was prepared in the House and passed 
that body without partisan division almost, 
providing for an increase of revenue. That 
bill was known as the Dingley bill. It went 
to the Senate. The national credit, the na- 
tional honor, the national life were at stake. 
These gentlemen said the bill was unobjec- 
tionable, but they refused to vote for it— 
that is, six of these gentlemen from silver 
States did—unless the great majority, who 
did not agree with them, would sacrifice 
their convictions and vote for the free, un- 
limited, and unrestricted coinage of silver. 
The great majority in the Senate would not 
be coerced by that minority. 


Accept the Gauge of Battle, 


“That action upon the part of these peo- 
ple directed the attention of the country to 
that subject as it had not been direéted be- 
fore. And therefore when we met at St. 
Louis we were not for a different stand to 
be taken by the Republican party, but for 
more explicit declarations of our principles 
than we had heretofore made, and, inasmuch 
as they had thrown down the gauge of 
battle by demanding free silver and seeking 
to coerce us to accept, we concluded that it 
was a good time to meet them half way, join 
issue, and let the battle come on. They ap- 
peared before the committee and were part 
of the committee just as they were four 
years ago. They made the same demand; 
we made the same answer, but when we 
came to write the platform we said we would 
make it so plain all would understand, and 
so we declared that we were unalterably op- 
posed to the free and unlimited coinage of 
silver until we can have an international 
agreement, and in the meantime we will 
preserve the existing gold standard. 

„To conclude with a word, when Senator 
Teller and his associates bolted the party 
at the St. Louis convention they had no 
cause for it whatever that did not exist four 
years before at the Minneapolis convention, 
and whén the Republican party made its 
declaration at St. Louis it did not change its 
position one particle, but simply made it 
absolutely certain in order that there could 
be a settlement of that question that the 
proposition for free, independent, and un- 
limited coinage of silver is a proposition that 


we will not entertain. We will not enter- 


tain it because, in our judgment, it does not, 


as Senator Teller and his associates claim, 
mean bimetallism, but simply silver mono- 
metallism. 
For Sound Money and Protection. 

We go into this fight, therefore, with our 
gallant standard-bearer representing to the 
people of America protection to American in- 
dustries and American labor.and an a 
lutely sound dollar with which to do our 
business. An absolutely sound dollar, not 
simply for the banker and the mechant, but 
for the wa er as well. When a man 
does a full day’s work he is entitled to have 
a full 100 cents on the dollar with which he 
is paid, and we pro that he shall have it. 
We propose that the dollar that we put into 
circulation—the metallic dvollar—shall be 
worth 100 cents in gold all over the world, no 
matter whether it carries the eagle and 
superscriptions or not. Take a silver dollar 
and pound it into bullion and it is worth 54 
cents; take a gold dollar and pound it into 
bullion and it is worth 100 cents all over the 
world. Nobody is cheated by that kind of a 
dollar: nobody is misled by it; no distrust is 
exeited; everybody has confidence in it; and 
when Gov. McKinley shall have been elected 
prosperity will at once come again, because 
that will insure a sound tariff, reciprocity, 
and a sound currency.”

NO OUTSIDE MEN FOR THE UNIVER- 
SAL CONSTRUCTION COMPANY, 


Heaters and Helpers from St. Louis for 
North Chicage Rolling Mills After In- 
vestigation Follow the Lead of the 
Phoenixville Importations and WI I, It 
Is Said, Refuse to Go to Work This 
Morning—Charges of Misrepresentatio 
as to the Wage Scale. 

The garrisoned and provisioned mills of 
the Universal Construction company are 
still without heaters and helpers. The 
latest importation of workmen, who arrived 
last night from St. Louis, joined the strikers 
before they had been in the city two hours. 
Unless the company is more successful in 
securing non-union labor it will have no use 
for the long row of new cots provided for the 
men who were expected to eat and sleep and 
work within the gates. 

As for the guns and armed guards, the 
strikers say the company will have no use 
for them. 

The advance guard of a body of heaters 


member of the Quincy street gang,“ and 


several weeks the mills opened up with a 
non-union force of 300 men, the majority 
of whom were armed with revolvers. One 
Saturday night, when the mills had closed 
down and the laborers had started home 
under police protection, the strikers singled 
out a deserter from their ranks, and after 
the police had left him they proceeded to 
assail him with stones and brickbats. 

He drew his revolver and shot one of them 
in the foot. 

A good deal of a sensation was created by 
this discovery and it resulted in the disarm- 
ing of the laborers. 

A week ago it became evident the present 
strike was not to be settled without trouble. 
The workmen were becoming desperate. 

The workmen said they had conducted the 
strike without violence and they resented 
the company’s apparent suspicion that law- 
less acts would follow any relaxation of 
vigilance. The nightly meetings of the 
strikers grew larger and the men became 
more confident and determined, 

Every non-union man imported from 
Pheenixville, Pa., up to last Monday had 
joined the strikers. 

The new men who arrived on Monday were 
kept at work a few days, but they quit as 
soon as they were seen by the committee 
of strikers appointed for the purpose. 


PLAN A CONTINUOUS MAIL COLLECTION. 


Experiment to Be Made in Sorting Let- 
ters as Collected and Sending Them 
Direct to the Trains. 


Washington, D. C., June 21.—Continuous 
daytime collection of mails in the big cities, 
with the size-of the various districts doubled 
and the sorting of the mail in the collection 
wagons ready for immediate railroad dis- 
patch without passing through the post- 
offices, is contemplated in an experimental 
scheme the Postoffice Department will ex- 
ecute soon, probably in both Washington 
and New York. 

The plan as now designed and of which 
Second Assistant Postmaster-General Neil- 
son is the author is an entirely new one. 

Two large collection mail wagons, manned 
by a postal clerk and driver and equipped 
with the regulation sorting boxes and mail 
pouches, and each drawn by two horses, 
will make a continual round of the collec- 
tion places throughout the day. 

The outside mail gathered will be sorted 
and delivered direct to street car mail lines 
or other means of directly reaching the 
depots, while local mail will go to the city 
delivery department of the postoffices. This

by a representative of the Universal Con- 
struction company, they state, with the un- 
derstanding that they were to receive $125 
per month and extra pay for everything over 
100 tons that they would turn out in one day. 

Several more men hired in St. Louis ar- 
rived in the city over the Alton road last 
night, and the officers of the Amalgamated 
Association took good care that the men 
were met at the station and given a true 
understanding of the state of affairs at the 
North Chicago mills. When the whistle at 
the mill blows for work this morning the 
strikers say there will not be a heater in 
the city who will touch the company’s work. 

Foreman Lew Norris did not go to 
Pheenixville, Pa., last Tuesday night to hire 
non-union men. Instead he went to St. 
Louis, where there are a good many unem- 
ployed heaters and iron workers. Why Mr. 
Norris did not go to Pheenixville is explained 
by the fact that the men who were hired by 
the company in Phcenixville and who came 
to Chicago to take the strikers’ places have 
gone home to Pheenixville with the avowed 
declaration of keeping union heaters and 
iron workers away from Chicago while the 
strike lasts. 

First to Arrive. 


The two men who were hired in St. Louis 
by Foreman Norris, and who came in ad- 
vance of the other St. Louis heaters, are 
Ed Grant, whose St. Louis address is No. 
1716 South Third street, and Charles Sei- 
vert, No. 620 Pickett alley. 

Day before yesterday, they say, Foreman 
Norris, representing himself to be a mem- 
ber of the Universal Construction company, 
came to them in St. Louis and told them the 
company wished to discharge its negro 
and Polish heaters, and put good men in 
their places. One hundred and twenty-five 
dollars a month and extra pay for extra 
work was what they were to get. Mr. Tin- 
cates, an alleged member of the firm, was to 
meet the new men at Springfield and go 
with them to Chicago, where the men were 
to be taken in a carriage to a hotel, and 
later to the Universal Construction com- 
pany’s “ boarding-house.”’ 

To enable the men to be distinguished at 
Springfield by Mr. Tincates, and on their 
arrival in Chicago, Mr. Norris provided his 
new men with badges of black and orange 
ribbon. These badges are now hung up as 
decorations over the mirror in Mooney’s sa- 
loon at Girard street and Clybourn place, 
and large delegations of union workers are 
calling hourly to look at them. 

Promises Investigated. 


Just before Seivert ‘and Grant reached 
Springfield on the tickets which Norris had 
purchased for them they became suspicious 
of the big promises made them, and decided 
to come to Chicago without the badges and 
to investigate the matter for themselves. 
Accordingly, while Mr. Tincates rode in one 
end of the Alton coach Grant and Seivert 
rode in the other and neither recognized the 
other. 

The two men were furnished with let- 
ters of introduction to General Manager 
Fred Heron of the company. Theseare now 
also preserved among the curiosities at 
Mooney’s saloon. 

Manager Heron has repeatedly said, it is 
stated, that he intended to hire only Chica- 
go workmen, and that he could hire all the 
heaters and helpers he needed. Yesterday 
afternoon, however, one of the foremen at 
the mills said men were expected every hour 
from St. Louis, and in anticipation of their 
coming the furnaces, which have been cold 
for a week, were fired up.

TELLER’S ABSURD IDEA OF BIMETALLISM 
Senator Teller said to the National Com- 


mittee on Resolutions: 

I have back of me and agreeing with me and ad- 
vocating bimetallism as against the gold standard 
the intelligence of the world. Every political econ- 
omist in America with the exception of very few 
is unanimous in advocating bimetallism. 

Even to the last moment Teller clung to 
his venerable falsehood that free coinage 
producing 50-cent dollars is bimetallism. 


It is possible he may believe it, for he has 


| been repeating it for so many years, and 


yet he must know that free coinage is not 
bimetallism, and that no intelligent per- 
son believes it, nor one. who has any repu- 
tation to lose says it is. 

Where is the political economist who is 
for free coinage at 16 to 1 (when the true 
ratio is 30 to 1) who calls it bimetallism? 
Where is there one of them who says that 
to take 50 cents’ worth of one metal and 
100 cents’ worth of another metal and make 
an unlimited number of coins with their 
intrinsic values so unequal is bimetallism? 

When has any person who represented in 
the slightest degree the “ intelligence of 
the world” said that bimetallism meaut 
allowing one man to have a dollar made for 
him out of metal worth only half a dollar? 
Bimetallism, as Jefferson, and Hamilton, 
and Washington understood it, meant the 
exchangeability and equality in intrinsic 
value of gold and silver dollars. Teller's 
idea of a bimetallic currency is that the 
gold dollar shall be worth twice as much 
as the silver dollar—that is, have twice the 
purchasing power, and that they will cir- 
culate together! 


When has any man of reputation who was 


not located among silver mines said that 
free coinage at a false ratio was bimet- 
allism? Senator Teller did not venture to 
na me such a man. When did any European 
nation ever authorize free coinage at a 
ratio which it was aware was not the com- 
mercial ratio? 

Never, for every nation knew that the 
cheaper coin would expel the better one 
from circulation and monometallism would 
ensue. That fact is not unkmown to Sen- 
ator Teller, though it is convenient for him 
to ignore it. 

Experience has taught “ the intelligence 
of the world” that bimetallism with free 
coinage, based on inequality, in intrinsic 
value of gold and silver coins is impossible, 
because the inferior drives out the superior 
money. Teller knows that. He knows 
what the experience of this country has 
been. 

It has been settled that the only practi- 
cal bimetallism is that which the United 
States has had since 1878. The superior 
metal—gold—is made the standard, and the 
inferior metal—silver—is held up to it in 
circulating value. 

That kind of bimetallism contemplates the 
use of great quantities of silver, but it 
does not suit Teller. What he calls bimet- 
allism is not that at all, but silver monomet- 
allism. 

With free coinage, which he absurdly 
calls bimetallism,” gold and silver could 
not be made to circulate together for a sin- 
gle day. Then the country would not have 
a bimetallic currency, which it has now. 

Teller deceitfully intimates, however, 
that the intention is to stop the use of sil- 
ver and have a purely gold currency. He 
knows that to be untrue. The platform 
contradicts him—the very platform he 
voted against and bolted pronounces his in- 
sinuation false. 


Senator Teller has been prominent in the | 
‘Republican party for many years, Under 


some circumstances his departure would 
be regretted... But when he, up to the very 
moment of his leaving, makes statements 
which he knows are grossly. untrue and de- 
eceptive and gives them to the Associated 
Press to be published broadcast all over the 
country who can regret his desertion? 
There must be a feeling of relief at getting 
rid of such a person. 

Senator Teller said: 

I have convinced my judgment, not from a po- 
litical standpoint, not because I represent a State 
that produces silver, having no more personal in- 
terest in the production of silver than I would 
have in China or Japan, but because I am con- 
vinced that the safety of the world rests upon the 
correct solution of this great question. 

Who will believe that? The only reason 
why Teller bolts is because his State pro- 
duces silver. If his State had no silver 
mines and no silver mine owners he never 
would claim that free coinage at 16 to 1 
was bimetallism when the commercial] ratio 
was over 30 to 1. He never would attempt 
to “ Mexicanize the currency and break 
millions of contracts based on the gold 
standard basis of value. He never would 
slander his party and misrepresent its plat- 
form. 

If Senator Teller had remained in IIIi- 
nois he would have been an ardent sound 
money man today.: But the chance of po- 
litical promotion in Colorado carried him 
there, where for a seat in the American 
House of Lords he became the subservient 
representative of its silver mine barons. 


M’KINLEY, HANNA, AND FORAKER. 

It was stated frequently last week that 
the Ohio, delegation occupied a dubious po- 
sition on the money question, and that it did 
so because McKinley himself had not fully 
stated to the public where he wanted to 
stand on the gold standard money ques- 
tion. It was asserted that while Ohio fell 
into line for “ the existing gold standard ” 
it did so only after some “ influence had 
been exerted and some pressure brought to 
bear on its delegates in the convention.” 

The best refutation of these allegations 
against Maj. McKinley is furnished by the 
character and the conduct of the two Ohio- 
ans who were tie special representatives at 
St. Louis of the candidate and of his finan- 
cial ideas. 

One of these was Mr. Hanna. Nobody 
will venture to insinuate that he had any 
free silver or straddling inclinations, for he 
‘has much to lose ‘by paltering with, the 
money standard. He is interested in many 
large enterprises which would be injured al- 
‘Most irretrievably by free coinage, and 
whose success depends largely on public 
confidence, which cannot exist while there 
is a doubt as to the maintenance of the pres- 
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cates of other candidates say they enter- 
tain.” This paper went on to remark: 


When the platform is made at gt. Louis it will | 


‘be so explicitly for sound money that nobody can 
misunderstand it. Whoever is nominated will. 
have to accept it and to stand squarely on it. How- 
ever equivocal the utterances of some of his 
{McKinley’s] supporters may be now. when the 
silver States have not elected delegates, they will 
cease to be so if he gets the nomination. 

No supporter of McKinley can expect to please 
the silver mining States and pleage New York at 
the same time. But to be electe@ he must have 
the latter and the other sound money Repub- 
lican States, including Illinois. 

Maj. McKinley was for an explicit declar- 
ation in favor of sound money at St. Louis 
when the above was written, and that dec- 
laration has been made by the convention. 
The Chairman of the committee which re- 
ported that declaration was Gov. Foraker, 


who acted fof McKinley. 


HETTY GREEN’S SON AMBI TIOUS. 

The idiosyncrasies of Mrs. Hetty Green 
have been kept before the public with con- 
siderable constancy and have been limited 
generally to a taste for small expenditures 
of money and the amassing of more millions 
than anybody can estimate. When she has 
traveled she has invited a widespread ad- 
miration for her ability to riva] the impecun- 
ious commercial traveler in obtaining cut 
rates, and when she has been in repose the 
combination of a small back room and the 
richest woman in the world has been an 
ever refreshing spectacle for the curious. 

Her reported project, therefore, to raise 
her son, Edward, to the Gubernatorial chair 
of Texas by the lever of $1,000,000 will be 
received with some incredulity. The young 
man’s politica? career has not been sufli- 
ciently varied to inspire much confidence in 
the success of his ambitions, even if the 
highly improbable should happen and the 
million should be scattered over the State of 
Texas. Mr. Green’s greatest achievement 
thus far has been to be sent toSt. Louis asa 
delegate to the national convention, where 
he was received with great enthusiasm by 
the National committee and his seat given 
to a colored barber. It will bé seen that the 
colored barber was all that stood between 
Mr. Green and an active share in the coun- 
cils of the great Republican party of the 
United States, although in justice it must 
be admitted that if this colored barber had 
failed to be present another colored barber 
was ready to snatch the honors from him. 
But Mr. Green contends that colored bar- 
bers are not always to oppose his political 
progressy and he has persunded his he- 
moneyed mother, according td reports, that 
a cool million will be the most effective 
weapon with which to remove the hated and 
barbered opposition. It also appears that 
Mr. Green’s ambition is not only to preside 
over the destinies of the Lone Star State, but 
to reach an eminence from which he can 
throw things, as it were, down on Col. 
Hanna, whom he holds responsible for the 
preference given to the barber. 

All these facts show on what a Napo- 
leonie career the young man has embarked, 
and if reports prove to be true the flow of 
that million and the consequent rise of Green 
will be watched with genéral interest. 
There are no precedents on which to base a 
prophecy excepting the isolated barber epi- 
sode, but pérhaps it can be predicted with 
safety that if Mr. Green throws things at 
Col. Hanna he will wish he had never set 
out on the thorny path to the Texas State 
house, and will find there are worse fates 
for an impudent man than being defeated 
by a colored barber. ;

“HOLD-UP” EXHIBIT 10. 

Five men accomplished the latest store 
hold-up,” which becomes “ exhibit 10” in 
the list of important recent crimes of this 
character. The scene was in Peter Acker- 
man’s butcher shop on West Randolph 
street. The robbers made np attempt to 
conceal their features, forced the butcher 
to open his cash drawer, togk all it con- 
tained, which was $75, and retired in safe- 
ty. The police arrived when it was too 
late, made a brave show at giving chase, 
shot off their pistols with njuch gusto at 
imaginary objects, and then! proceeded to 
fill the Desplaines Street Station with any- 
body, they could catch in the vicinity who 
might be suspected of a willingness to 
commit such a robbery. Thére is no pre- 
tense that any of the robbers are among 
the captives. The police haye been mak- 
ing similar wholesale arrestsjin connection 
with the former robberies, ind, although 
they have undoubtedly removed from the 
streets many criminal chafacters, they 
have not succeeded in landing the men they 
sought or any, in fact, against whom they 
could prove any serious charge. These 
sadly instructive precedents do not give 
much hope that they will be any more suc- 
cessful in the present ease. 

The “ hold-up” is another ‘evidence that 
a radical shaking up in the police force is 
necessary to insure even orflinary public 
security. The bravado of the triminal class 
has become so infectious that even mere 
boys, as thesesfive robbers ate declared to 
be, are infected with the prevailing con- 
tempt for the department anil dare to raid 
a store on a frequented thoroughfare in mid- 
evening. With all due consideration for 
the difficulties that confront the police in 
combating these criminals, ſt is apparent 
there is some fearful inefficienty somewhere 
to make such a succession of successful 
hold-ups possible. Individual otcurrences 
of this nature, or even two or three, might 
be explained, but the list has reached big 
figures in so short a space of time that no 
explanations can be accepted not accompa- 
nied by radical reforms.

If the Amateur Athletic Union is as much 
in earnest as it appears to bie in regard to 
eliminating professionalism from all sports 
under its jurisdiction it should lose no 
time in making a thorough! investigation 
of the bicycle road races now being held 
in all parts of the country and.of the charac- 
ter of most of the fast riders who take part 
in them. The recent Chicago affair fur- 
nished proof sufficient to convince any fair- 
minded person that something was radically 
wrong when certain tire and wheel manu- 
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| but because of monetary considerations. 


Road races, then, become nothing more or 
less than big trade affairs, and the term 
“amateur sport” is a misnomer when ap- 
plied to them. A bad feature of the case 
is that those who have charge of them are 
thoroughly acquainted with the relations 
existing between riders and wheelmakers, 
and, instead of trying to put a stop to such 
a state of affairs, rather encourage them. 
Such a state of affairs is deplorable, and if 
the League of American Wheelmen does 
not undertake to rectify it that organiza- 
tion should be expelled from the Amateur 
Athletic Union. 


THE DEMOCRATS WILL NOT TOUCH 


TELLER. 

The free silver bolters assure the Dem- 
ocrats, who are to hold their national con- 
vention here week after next, that if they 
will nominate the boss bolter, Teller, they 
can elect him. 

The devil took the Savior up into an 
“exceeding high mountain,” showed 
him “all the kingdoms of the world,” and 
said, All these things will I give unto 


‘thee if thou wilt fall down and worship 


me.” The bolter Hartman takes the Dem- 
ocrats to the summit of the Rocky Mount- 
ains and shows them the States between the 
Pacific Ocean and the Alleghany Mount- 
ains, and says that if the Democrats will 
fall down and worship Teller they can have 
the Electoral votes of those States. 

The Democrats will not yield to tempta- 
tion, for they know that the bolters can 
give them at the most only five States with 
sixteen Electoral votes. They know that 
the bolters cannot deliver Michigan, Indi- 
ana, Illinois, and Minnesota, which Con- 
gressman Hartman says the Democrats 
can carry if they make Teller their candi- 
date. 

If this proposition that the Democrats 
nominate a fresh Republican bolter with 
the smell of Republicanism now on his 
garments were made now for the first time 
that party might entertain it. But it has 
had experience, It “nominated Greeley in 
1872 and the consequences were disas- 
trous. The party fared worse than it 
would have done had it nominated one of its 
own men. Yet the Republican bolt then 
was a Serious one. It was not confined toa 
single section and among the men who 
went off were many of great ability. | 

The Democrats have learned their les- 
son and they will not repeat the blunder of- 
1872. Nor will they be induced to do so 
by the fact that some of the Populist lead- 
ers havé come out in favor of the indorse- 
ment of Teller by their party at its con- 
vention to be held next month. A coalition 
with Populists to elect Teller would simply 
complete the demoralization of the party 
and would hurt it where it needs assistance 
the most—in the States east of the Mis- 
souri. 

Senator Teller is no doubt ready to accept 
a Democratic nomination if tendered him, 
but he will not get it. The party may se- 
lect as its leader a man who was once a 
Republican—Boies, for instance—but he 
must have been a Democrat long enough 
to be for free trade as well as for free sil- 
ver. 


CONSUL-GENERAL LEE’S REPORT. 

A correspondent in Havana reports to a 
New York newspaper that Consul-General 
Lee has forwarded to President Cleveland 
dispatches that declare the lives and proper- 
ty of Americans in Cuba cannot be pro- 
tected, or at least are not proteeted, by the 
Spaniards. He is said to take the ground 
that unless the danger to foreign residents 
can be avoided the recognition of the bellig- 
erency of the insurgents will soon become 
advisable and that “the only possible so- 
lution of the dreadful problem existing in 
the island is autonomy on Canadian lines,” 
though he fears the day has gone by for 
mat. 

If the Consul-General has sent such a 
report it is difficult to understand how its 
contents can have become known to a cor- 
respondent in Havana. He is acting in a 
semi-diplomatic capacity, and there is 
nothing to justify an assumption that he 
would reveal to any one even the purport 
of an official communication to his govern- 
ment. But if it shall prove that the corre- 
spondent has in fact ascertained the con- 
tents of this document, either directly or by 
a shrewd guess, it must be considered as 
the most important communication of all 
that have been sent out of the Island of 
Cuba. 

Consul-General Lee is not a man to be 
deceived by mere rumors, and his estimate 
of the situation in Cuba can be relied upon 
as being as nearly correct as possible. The 
effect on President Cleveland, however, 
ought to be great. If the Consul-General, 
an old soldier and a man of conservative 
judgment, in whom the President is be- 
lieved to have confidence, reports that the 
military strength of the insurgents is such 
that Spain can extend no protection to the 
property or the lives of Americans the ad- 
ministration may be induced to abandon its 
un-American, cowardly policy and act. It 
may be persuaded to do what it should have 
done long ago and grant the Cubans bellig- 
erent rights. 

If the report is anything like the ré- 
sumé given by the correspondent the Presi- 
dent can have no further excuse for delay- 
ing action. He must believe his own 
specially deputized agent, even if he has 
refused to trust the convictions of an over- 
whelming majority of the people of the 
country or to listen to the appeal of Con- 
gress. 


STR HENRY IRVING ON AMERICA. 

The London papers have bravely’ recov- 
ered from their prejudice against the Amer- 
ican. institution known as the newspaper 
interview. Having sufficiently denounced 
it, they have now generally and naturally 
adopted it. One of the latest instances in 
point is a two-column interview in the Tele- 
graph in which Sir Henry Irving recounts 
the impressions of his last American tour. 

Sir Henry is now back in London, al- 
ready at work on his new play, Cymbeline,” 
which is to be produced at the Lyceum The- 
ater in September. He is enthusiastic on 
the subject of his fifth American tour, in 


which he spent thirty-five weeks and trav- | 


eled 14,000 miles. The entire friendliness 
of his reception in this country has led him 
to believe that the Americans love the Brit- 
ish flag almost as much as their own. He 
scoffs at the idea that there will be any- 
thing to quarrel about in the Venezuelan 
difficulty, and says the sooner “ the navies 
of England and America come together the 
better for liberty, civilization, and Chris- 
tianity.” The coming together to which 
Sir Henry refers of course is a friendly alli-

America,” comes Sir Henry’s statement: 

Americans are great playgoers. When they 
found a city the first temples they erect are a 
church and a theater. Their appreciation of the 
drama is sincere and profound, but, without any 
disrespect to Dr. Ibsen, they will havé nothing of 
his drama or the new woman.

ORIGIN OF THE GREAT CRAZE FOR PETS 


Is Traced Back to England, 
Although France Holds It in 
High Esteem.

The craze for animal pets originated 
in England, although in France dogs have 
for several centuries been held in high 
repute. The dog is intelligent and faithful, 
hence, says a writer in Godey's Magazine, 
its priority over other domestic animals. 

In England extravagant prices have been 


paid for fancy breeds, and the lovers of fine 


dogs have organized a Pet Dog Association, 
The 


King Charles spaniel, Yorkshire and Jap- 
anese terrier, and the long-haired poodle 
are the favorite ladies’ pets. The pet dog 
mania has extended to America, fashion- 
able women paying enormous prices for dogs 
of high pedigree. 

The Japanese dogs held in highest esti- 
mation are small, delicately formed, and 
covered with long, silky hair; they must be 
treated with the greatest consideration and 
fed on dainty morsels, else they pine away 
and die. 

The pug has happily had its day, for noth- 
ing more stupid and uninteresting than these 
pampered pets could well be imagined. 

Some women have a fancy for big dogs, 
and may be seen accompanied by a mastiff 
or dachshund. 

The fad for feline pets is a rather recent 
one, and also had its origin in England. The 
cat fancier is quite as exacting about the 
pedigree of her pet as the dog lover. The 
Angora is the breed sanctioned by fashion, 
and these aristocratic beasts are worthy 
of the admiration they excite, as they are 
lovely types of their species. In disposition 
the Angora is less treacherous than the 
ordinary household tabby, and when well- 
bred is of a gentle, loving disposition. The 
slender body is covered with long, silky hair, 
either white, gray, orange, black, blue, or in 
tiger markings; pure white Angoras are 
great favorites, those with blue eyes being 
much admired. 

A singular fact in relation to the white 
Persian cat is, that it is invariably deaf; 
scientists have failed to discover the reason 
of this infirmity. 

The Angora, in common with most of its 
race, loves luxury and sunshine; a favorite 
place with the feline pet is a sunny window, 
where, reclining upon a silk-covered down 
cushion, she dozes the hours away in placid 
contentment, 

Treachery is deemed a feline attribute, 
but the disposition of cats is as varied as 
that of human beings; some of them are cap- 
able of affection, while others care only 
for their comfort, and are indifferent to 
those who pet them.

Raliway Men Unable te Tell How the Ea. 
Sex’ _ _gineer Died. 
Burlington, Ia., June 21.—[Special.J—The 


88 ly clew to the death of Engineer Giddings 


in cab of the engine drawing the Bur- 
lington fast mail Saturday morning is the 


branch of Puget Sound, and brought here 
for exhibition. They are terrible-lodking 
monsters, having bodies like a snake, heads 
like a ferocious bulldog, and fangs like a 
tiger. 

The. bodies are spotted and ribbed, like a 
rattlesnake, and the movements of the one 
alive are serpentine in character. Their necks 
are as large as a man's thigh, tapering toa 
point at the tail. They are finned something 
like a halibut, having a dorsal fin the en! tre 
length of the body, and a similar fin under- 
neath extending from the stomach to the 
tail. The under jaws are wrinkled and 
heavy. 

Each possesses a quantity of heavy, elliptic- 
al-shaped molars in addition to long, sharp, 
curved tncisors like a tiger's, giving them a 
most ferocious look when their mouths are 
open. Back of the gills are side fins eight 
inches long. . 

Neither the scientists at the State Um- 
versity nor those aboard the United States 
Fish Commission steamer Albatross have 
been able to Classify them, but there is little 
doubt they belong to the order of sea ser- 
pents, reports of having seen which have 
been made by voyagers. 

It is intended to take the serpent to Cal- 
ifornia for exhibition, where President Jor- 
dan, the famous ichthyologist of Stanford 
University, will be requested to study and 
classify them. 

The two monsters were caught June 5 
by Fishermen McLean and Kennedy while 
fishing for black bass. The female, which 
is the largest, was caught first. Her strug- 
gles attracted her mate, which arose to the 
surface and attacked the boat. 

After being hooked he was towed to shore, 
where, after a desperate struggle, the fish- 
ermen succeeded in dragging him up on the 
beach. A rope 100 feet long was passed 
through the gills, and in this manner the 
serpent was kept in captivity. The female 
was likewise lariated. A week later the 
male died from the effects of the beating 
and injuries received from the gaff hook. 

The female is becoming tame, but occa- 
sionally snaps, dog-like, at the rod used to 
make her swim. Her coiling ability is re- 
markable, as the entire serpent is some- 
times coiled into a space of two feet in 
diameter. 


FUNERAL IN TRUE CHINESE STYLE. 


Dr. Toy sun Yat, a Leading Figure 
Among His Countrymen, Is 
Laid to Rest. 


With honorg befitting a mandarin the re- 
mains of Dr. Toy Sun Yat, Chinatown’s 
physician, who died on Saturday, were 
borne through Chicago's streets yesterday 
and consigned to a temporary grave in Rose- 
hill Cemetery. 

All the Celestials of the city mourn the 
death of Dr: Toy, who was regarded not 
only as skillful in healing, but as one of the 
philanthropists of the colony. Because of 
that, his connection with the Chinese Free 
Masons, and his family standing in the 
Orient no expense was spared in the cere- 
mony. 

The funeral column started at 2 o’clock 
from No. 323 Clark street, where Dr. Yat 
had lived. The procession was headed by a 
lone Chinaman bareheaded. Next came a 
brass band of twenty pieces which rendered 
“ Flee as a Bird to the Mountain,” while it 
marched up Clark street. The hearse fol- 
lowed. 

Escorting the hearse were fifteen China- 
—_— arrayed in special garbs for the occa- 
Twenty cabs followed. Every cab wind 
displayed a bit of Chinese *. on —— 
were characters setting forth the clan rep- 
resented within and its relation to the dead 
physician. A scrap of white and colored 
ribbon also hung from each buggy top. 

Sadness has no place in the expression of 
Chinese at a funeral. They go to the grave 
joyous in the hope of ‘resurrection with 
Confucious, so the doctor’s friends looked 
rather elated at the honors being done him 


‘yesterday.

the internal is more than the external, and 
in whose thought the life above all other life 
is the life of the soul. 

“I believe there is nothing more needed 
in this showy, luxurious, place-hunting, 
fame-seeking, money-getting generation 
than the giving forth from educated men of 
such a Vision of genuine jnward lining as 
the one thing and the best thing in the 
world, the man in himself. ‘That is what the 
divine summons calls you to be; you are to 
be workingmen if you are to live the life 
for which you are preparing here, and your 
work.is to be for others or your prepara- 
tion has before you no worthy end. 
Great questions are arising already, and 
will, in coming years of your activity, arise, 
the decisions of. which will be of deepest sig- 
nificance to the lives of men. In a country 
like ours some of them relating to society, 
and some of even greater moment to indl- 
vidual living, must be determined and set- 
tled by the mass of the people. The danger 
for the mass lies in their own ignorance, or 
half ignorance, or half knowledge, and the 
blindness which may lead them to trust in 
selfish or deceitful guides. 

The observation of the public life at this 
moment makes manifest the threatening 
character of the danger. The influence of 
the educated men who are not selfish is the 
need of the hour and of the} generation.“ 


UNIVERSITY AND THE STATE UNION, 


President Adams Gives Some Figures and 
Fnets. 

Madison, Wis., June 21.— [Special. I Com- 
mencement exercises of the University of 
Wisconsin were begun at 40’clock this after- 
noon, when President C. K. Adams gave his 
baccalaureate address to the graduating 
class in the mammoth gymnasium hall. The 
subject of his address was The University 
and the State.” 

He said, in part: 

“It was early in the history of this coun- 
try that the policy was adopted of fostering 
higher education, and Congress did much 
to aid this spirit when it began the practice 
of giving to the newly-organized Territories 
grants of lands of from two to four town- 
ships to be used in establishing universities 
and schools for higher education. Wiscon- 
sin, with the other Western States, had such 
a grant, and let us see what was done with it. 

Two methods were adopted early by the 
States of disposing of this property. By one 
set, which included Indiana, Ohio, IIII- 
nois, and Wisconsin, they were disposed of 
immediately, while Michigan and New Vork 
States, by a wise forethought, held the prop- 
erty until it became valuable and then sold 
it. By this course Michigan obtained an an- 
nual income from one-half as much land as 
was given to Wisconsin of $38,000, While this 
State gained but $15,000 a year from its 
lands. while, had the same care been used 
as was exercised in the case of Michigan, it 
would have gained an annual income of 
$74,000. Then, too, by the act of Congress, 
these lands were given expressly for the 
maintenance of the university. Instead of 
devoting the money to its support, however, 
the State used the funds realized for the 
erection and construction of buildings. 

Thus were the university’s funds early 
depleted until, under this policy, what would 
now have been an annual income to the uni- 
versity of $129,000 was lost. 

Now, how has the State paid this debt 
to its child, which accmed through two rea- 
sons, the desire to raise funds for the univer- 
sity at once and the wish to increase the 

opulation of the State by the sale of its 
and at a cheap rate to immigrants? In part 
it has paid the debt nobly.’ It has built splen- 
did buildings for the university until Wis- 
consin is the best equipped of any of the 
State universities as far as buildings are 
concerned. 

It the policy and purpose of the fathers 
of the State are carried out the university 
here may become to Wisconsin what the 
Universities of Oxford, Cambridge, and 
Edinburg are to Great Britain; what the 
Universities of Berlin, Liepsic, and Hei- 
delberg are in Germany; what the Univer- 
sity of Paris is in France, and what Harvard 
is in Massachusetts.“

We often talk of men of genius as if they 
were born with some sort of a title to their 
greatness stamped on their foreheads. Far 
from it. Most of them in early life had no 
more thought of being possessed of unusual 
gifts than the rest of us. They fought their 
way to the top by this same sort of hard 
work. 

It we all were to use this principle and 
do the very best that is in us to multiply our 
pound, there would not only be a far greater 
number of such charf&cters, but often some 
one would come into tle foreground with 
proofs of royalty.” * f

N his series of sermons on “ Stumbling 
Blocks of the Bible,” Dr. P. S. Henson 
preached on “The Devil“ at the First 
Baptist Church last night, saying a few 

things of interest to the exponents of the 
higher criticism of the Bible. He said: 
“Time was when everybody believed in 
the devil, both in Christian and in heathen 
lands. In heathen lands he is still believed 
in. In what we call enlightened lands the 
devil has lately become the laughing-stock 
not only of notoriously irreligious people, but 


who regard the notion as a ridiculo relic 
of medieval superstition—a bogy man con- 
jured up by cunning priests wherewith to 
frighten silly souls into a profession pt re- 
ligion. 

„Advanced thinkers’ are insisting more 
dnd more that the devil shall be relegated to 
the realm of ogres and fairies and hobgob- 
lins. The omniscient, omnipotent, and omni- 

‘present daily papers are largely of this 

opinion, and so are the magazines and re- 
views, and for the most part our learned 
professors. 

“And this widespread disbelief has been 
largely contributed to by the grotesque 
forms in which the devil has been pictured— 
with horns and hoofs and a forked tail and 
a Tiliman pitchfork in his hand and blue 
blazes gushing from his mouth. 

“Absurd thedlogians have strengthened 
incredulity by representing the devil as the 
author of all evil, making it appedr the evil 
one is omnipresent and almost omniscient 
‘and omnipotent—conceptions from which all 
thoughtful_minds instinctively revolt. 

“And yet, however incredulous we may be, 
the doctrine of the devil is explicitly taught 
in the Bible, not only in the Old Testament 
but in the New: not only by Jewish writers 
but by Jesus Christ, the very first act of 
whose ministry was an encounter with the 
devil, and who all through his teachings 
recognized Satan’s presence and power. 

* atever else may be said of Jesus of, 
Nazareth, he was neither an ignoramus nor 

coward, and he taught the reality of the 
Gevil's personality. This much, then, is cer- 
tain, that if the doctrine of the devil is to be 
repudiated, so must also the book {hat 
teaches it. 

But why-should it be thought a’thing in- 
cfedible, even in the light of the highest 
reason? What isthere incredible in the sup- 
position that there may be other creatures 
about us than those we see—creatures might- 
fer and more subtle than ourselves? Why 
may there not be moral agents besides our- 
selves that have fallen into sin? And why 
may not these fallen spirits, just like wicked 
mien, take a devilish satisfaction in seducing 
others into sin? And why may there not 

Among them be ringleaders in diabolism? 
And why may not some one among them 
overtop all the rest, and why may he not be 
the very devil of scripture? 
More and more scientists are beginning 
fo realize the possibility of the control of 
mind over matter, and the latest results of 
psychic research are rendering increasingly 
robable, even to philosophers, the existence 
n the universe of an infernal hypnotist, 
whom scientists may call what they please, 
but whom the scriptures call—the devil.“ 


Social Aspects of Christianity. 
Z. Swift Holbrook occupied the pulpit of 


‘the New England Congregational Church 


last night, speaking on The Social Aspects 
of Christianity.“ He said: 

“It is undoubtedly true that the New 
Testament is not, and does not purport to be, 
a treatise on economics, sociology, civics, or 
political liberty, and the attempt to find in 
the Bible a wafrant for every new socialism 
that may arise marks a mind submerged in 
sentimentalism, but certainly not in sense. 

“It is by no means rightly assumed that 
Christianity is not interested in social ques- 
tions, in the masses of men, in all that af- 
fects society and civilization. It set in mo- 
tion the influences that ripened into the 
loftiest notions of individual, civil, and po- 
litical liberty; in its democratic tendencies 
it awakened forces that have resulted in 


American democracy. 
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„e many minds the word ‘socialism’ 
Btands for an ideal social condition—the 
kingdom of heayen upon earth, when the 
fruitage of individualism, competition, will 
be a thing of the past and codperation will 
be in full bloom To other minds socialism 
means the stifling of all individual incentive 
to private energy and enterprise which has 
o marked this age. 
The common people must be taught that 
there are a few things the state cannot do: 
„1. It cannot make ‘people honest, indus- 
tridus, and thrifty, and, therefore, contented 
and happy. 
2. It cannot make men equal, except be- 
Tore the law. 
“3. It cannot bring real equality, except 
through liberty. 
* 4. It cannot change the nature of things. 
“If individualism be suppressed it will as- 
Bert itself in some new form. It is not th: 
duty of the state to attempt to make its citi- 
zehs happy by adopting some economic 
theory that has never been tried practically, 
nor by abolishing private property, nor by 
djstributing arbitrarily equally to the just 
and unjust, nor by restricting the free play 
of true individualism, nor by taxing the suc- 
cessful and prosperous unjustly to fecd the 
Arones and the sluggards of society, nor by 
ming a religious teacher or a paternal

Dr. Thomas’ subject was, Personal and 
Social Salvation.“ He said: 

“The slaughter of Christians in Armeria 
and the butchery of patriot Cubans by Spain 
seems terrible to the present age because 
of its nobler humanity, and it is in the light 
of this awakened world conscience that our 
greater present has to ‘ work out its own sal- 
vation.’ And it is mainly in this fact of the 
new awakening we are to see the presence 
and the power of God working in man to will 
and work, on this higher plane of the ra- 
tionai and moral sentiment and principles. 

In the past the world has been ruled 
largely by force; henceforth it is to be ruled 
by righteousness, by the great law of lite 
and love. The lover of right must be su- 
premie, and to be supreme love must be 
more than*a sentiment—it must be a nobier 
self-respect; must demand’ the rights of 
man, and in the name of strength, of love, 
and justice enforce them. 

It is not right that the Turks should mas- 
Sacre the Armenians; the powers of the 
world should step in and stop it. Itis not 
right that Spain should crush patriots in 
Cuba, and this country should send forth 
an army and navy to stop it. I wish that 
plank in the Republican platform had gone 


forth as it was first published. This country | 


must have a sound financial basis, estab- 
lished values in its medium of exchange; 
but the stronger Cuban resolution would 
have alone won the election.“ 


Preachers Afraid of New: Ideas. 

Dr. H. A. Delano of the Belden Avenue 
Baptist Church preached yesterday morn- 
ing on the subject, Leaders Afraid to 
Leave the Wilderness.” He said: 

The majority of the so-called orthodox 
leaders—teachers and preachers—are dis- 
cussing freedom, but they prefer safety. 
They are too enlightened to accept the old, 
as their fathers did, and yet they hesitate 
as to the new. They go back no more, but 
they go forward no further. They dream 
of great, grand mountains beyond, but they 
are settled in the valley. They have seen 
the futility of even trying to justify the 
ancient beliefs, except by a recognition of 
the principles of evolution and the ideas of 
science. The old theories were the product 
of miners that felt the limitations of an age 
—— was full of ignorance, fear, supersti- 
tion. 

Science has broadened the outlook, wid- 
ened the horizon, revealed new paths, but 
these men do not know what to do with the 
old road bed. The new education, the new 
ideas, and in the best sense the new theology 
are largely a result. 

The leaders of the day talk of ‘ ecclesias- 
tical orders,’ and the harmony of our sys- 
tem,’ and the divine institution,’ as if there 
existed completeness and perfection. The 
leaders are like old doctors, who would lose 
the patient ere they would consult with a 
new school. They have regarded the whole 
framework of society, its industries, its gov- 


ernment, schools, amusements, and special- a 


ly its knowledge, as quite foreign and alien 
to the gospel. Jesus proposed and prophe- 
sised the redemption of the world, the whole 
world. These men, to this day, are talking 
of a divine election ’ and ‘ reprobation ’ and 
a ‘covenant’ that is inclusive of some, ex- 
clusive of others. The result is impatience 
= the part of the brightest theological stu- 
ents.“

That this sat- 
isfaction will result in gendral confidence, 
and that returning confidence will mean re- 
turning prosperity, is also Absolutely cer- 
tain. It will not do to become too impa- 
tient. We cannot pass from ‘commercial 
dullness to a buoyant prosperity by resolu- 
tion alone, but the keenest judgment of the 
business world is absolutely: confident that 
we are started in the right direction, and that 
the struggle regarding the standard of our 
currency will be fought to: a finish and 
fought successfully by the} advocates of 
sound money. 
Revival Still in the Future. 

With so important an element entering 
into the situation as the ation of the St. 
Louis convention much of the significance 
of current trade conditions disappears. It 
is not of so much moment that bank clearings 
are unsatisfactory, that rajlroad earnings 
show little improvement, or that general 
business is moving forward at a slow pace. 
All of that is true today as if was yesterday 
and has been for some time. It may con- 
tinue to be true through the summer, for 
trade revivals usually start/with the spring 
or the fall. What is of still more importance 
than clearing-house statistias, or the figures 
of railroad traffic, is the attitude of men’s 
minds. The satisfaction with which’ the 
average business-man views the political 
situaton, the security which he feels in the 
future, with the currency qhestion removed 
from the position it has go long occupied 
as the dominating factor in financial affairs 
is the important and significant feature 
of the business outlook. The business worla 
bélieves that the settlement of the currency 
controversy along the lines laid down by the 
Republican platform means returning pros- 
perity, renewed confidence iff our institutions 
by foreign financial interegts, and a rapid 
return to industrial activity. With the 
business world lookng fotward to that 
picture, instead of backward to the months 
of depression, the | businegs situation be- 
comes a different affair than it was a week 


ago. 
There is little to say of theronditions of the 
day. Trade is dull. We ane coming to the 
time when we talk of midsummer dullness 
and so it will not be surprising if trade grows 
still more inactive for a time. The specula- 
tive markets have not been specially in- 
teresting. At the local stock exchange there 
has been the smallest week's transactions 
in some time, but prices hold firm. The most 
noticeable feature in the way ot fluctua- 
tions has: been a headlong drop of City rail- 
way stock, which Is sold -rights and ex- 
dividend at 220. Fear of competition seems 
to have been discounted in those figures 
and the adjustment of valués on a new basis 
has been brought about without any stock 
ol consequence changing hands. The Moore 
industrials continue strong; with the market 
well in the hands of theinsiders. The street 
railways are exceedingly dull, though good 
reports of earnings are made by all of them. 


Trade Balance Is Favorable. 

The report of the Bureaw of Statistics of 
the Treasury Department for the month of 
May makes a good showing. There was a 
further increase in exports, which exceeded 
imports in the sum of $9,561,259. This makes 
eight months during which the trade balance 
has been in favor of the United States. The 
following table gives the exports and imports 
for the month of May and for the first eleven 
months of the fiscal year, as prepared by 
Worthington C. Ford, Chief Statistician of 
the Treasury Department:

Speculative Trade in Narrow Limits. 

Speculative trade in wheat has shown little 
tendency to broaden and fluctuations are 
due to pit conditions and considerations 
more than anything else. There is no change 
in the foreign situation, no increase in ex- 
port demand, &nd nothing out of the ordi- 
nary regarding the position of the Amer- 
icancrop. Unsatisfactory thrashing returns 
from the Southwest and the reports from 
experts reporting to a group of local specu- 
lators from the winter wheat States have 
had temporary effect, and the recent reports 
of rust from the Northwest open up a new

field for argument. Any bullish news from 
the spring wheat States has been offset by 
the free deliveries in the Northwest by 
farmers, and the big receipts shown at the 
two principal terminal markets. Duluth 
and Minneapolis had 3,214 cars, against 3,003 
the previous week and 989 the corresponding 
week last season. The milling operations 
were extensive, but in face of this an in- 
crease of 750,000 bu in Duluth stocks is 
looked for today. The big spring wheat re- 
ceipts have been a depressing factor through- 
out the season and the best-posted people 
claim that they will continue until Sep- 
tember. Duluth quotations have worked be- 
low local figures and still the export busi- 
ness is unsatisfactory in the extreme. There 
was an effort on the part of the bulls to 
infuse a little political enthusiasm into the 
market in anticipation of the adoption of a 
sound money platform at St. Louis, but it 
was not particularly successful. 

The latest news regarding the French 
crop, which of the European crops is the 
one most carefully watched, is rather bull- 
ish, but the estimate of yield is within 
8,000,000 bu of last year’s production. It is 
hard to get up any enthusiasm on the theory 
of scarcity abroad on the apathy shown by 
foreigners and the indifferent cash demand. 

The reports of thrashings of winter wheat 
are such as to make shorts nervous, but 
they lack novelty. 

Ever since the winter wheat crop went into 
the ground last fall the trade has been re- 
ceiving alarming statements regarding its 
condition. New crop wheat will begin mov- 
ing freely to market in the course of a few 
weeks, or as soon as local milling demands 
are met. The position of the market as a 
whole has not changed in a week, although 
the price of September at the close Saturday 
was over a cent above the close the previous 
week.

THE MOSQUITO STATE DOES ITSELF 
PROUD ON FISH STORIES. 


Not Only Do Its Anglers Have All Sorts 
of Adventures bui Its Animals Show 
a Genius for Eccentricity That is 
Bound to Create Envy in More Con- 
ventional Parts of the United States 
—Some Recent Very Intereating 
Samples. | 

Newark, N. J., June 18.—[Special Corre- 
spondence.J—New Jersey is great on fish 
and animal stories. The last crop would be 
hard to beat: 

Mr. Wismer had a peculiar experience a 
few days ago while on that Canadian trip 
with Mr. Iffland,” said Mr. Charles. They 
were just about to give up fishing one after- 
noon when Mr. Wismer had a prodigious 
bite. The fish seized his minnow and seemed 
to be firmly hooked as it sprang out of the 
water and showed the two excited anglers 
that it was a black bass of at least six 
pounds.

It had taken in a herring about 
six inches long just before coveting Mr. 
Wismer’s minnow, and when it found that 
the minnow was getting it in trouble it 
opened its mouth and disgorged the herring. 
The minnow hook was fast in the tail of the 
herring,. and the herring was still alive. 
Do you doubt that the cunning old bass put 
the herring on the hook when he realized 
the danger he was in? I think it was a case 
of giving up his dinner or his life.“ 

„That is a good one,“ said Mr. George. 
„Did I ever tell you how a crab helped me 
to catch a weakfish and got caught himself? 
Well, it happened at Barnegat. I was out 
with Capt. George Haring of Forked River, 
and we were having pretty good fishing on 
the edge of Mud Channei, near Sedge Isl- 
and. Suddenly I got a most puzzling sort 
of a bite and began reeling in. The line 
swerved and swished around so that a boy 
who was in the boat yelled, ‘‘ Chimminy! 
he's ketched a ister basket.’ The line kept 
on describing eccentric sweeps through the 
water until the hooks were right alongside 
the boat, and then we saw the cause of the 
commotion. There was a two-pound weak- 
fish on one of the hooks and the biggest blue 
crab I ever saw on the other, and the crab 
had the sinker in one claw and the weakfish 
tightly gripped in the other. Capt. George 
captured both the crab and the weakfish 
in his landing net.“ 

That reminds me of a story Kilgore, the 
Dover druggist, tells about fishing in the 
Rockaway River,” said Harrimac. Kil- 
gore was still fishing for black bass and had 
on his hook a particularly lively big hel- 
gramite hooked by the tail. When his cork 
went down he pulled up and found that the 
helgramite had a big sunfish fast in its 
strong nippers, which, you know, are shaped 
something like ice tongs. The sunny had 
been nosing around the helgramite and had 
been caught across the top of its head. The 
most singular thing about this incident is 
that it was repeated a few minutes later, 
another sunfish being captured in exactly 
the same manner by Mr. Kilgore.” \

Arriving at the stream his owner 
will get his lines ready, the dog watching 
him with more than ordinary interest, and 
when everything has been arranged to the 
mutual satisfaction of the two the dog will 
watch the water until he sees that a fish has 
taken hold of the line and then he will assist 
in landing it. But it is when his master goes 
gigging that the dog is in his element. 
Nearby Mr. Clawson’s place is a bridge over 
a small stream in which are a number of 
carp. It is Mr. Clawson’s habit to stand 
on the bridge and to let down a line into 
the water, which is so arranged that a fish 
in passing will run his head into the loop 
prepared to receive him and so get caught. 
The moment that the fish is caught the dog 
does his work. Leaping into the water, he 
grabs the struggling fish and brings it in 
safety to the shore and he has never been 
known to lose a fish caught by him in this 
manner. 

Harry Dull, a Phillipsburg butcher, re- 
cently. presented a dog to William Pursel of 
New Village. Mr. Pursel moved to Phila- 
delphia two weeks ago and took the dog 
along with him on t train. One day last 
week Mr. Dull was svUfprised to see the dog 
in his yard, the animal having walked from 
Philadelphia to Phillipsburg, over 100 miles.

They are built upon huge tres- 
ties and vary in height from 10 to 100 feet, 
depending upon the level of the country 
traversed. All the flumes are V-shaped,and 


the water flowing through is a yard deep at 


tae deepest part. When in operation the 
flume is gorged for a week at a time with 
lumber, which is fished out at the valley ter- 
minus of the flume and sorted and piled 
ready for use. The longest flume fs in North- 
em California. It is sixty-four miles long 
and cost $430,000 where the lumber is cheap. 
A new lumber flume was recently finished 
in Fresno County. It is with this flume that 
this story deals. It leads from the immense 
pine forests on the mountains, 7,000 feet 
above sea level, down into the San Joaduin 
Valley, at the little Town of Coliis, near 
Fresno. In other words, the flume starts 
amid the perpetual snows and ice of the 
‘Sierra and terminates amid raisin vineyards 
and apricot orchards of the semi-tropic San 
Joaquin. Stephenson Creek, in the mount- 
sins, supplies the flume with water. 
How the Boats Are Made. 
he flume boats in which the rapid jour- 
are made down the flumes are simple. 
They are made the shape of the V-boxes of 
the fumes. The upper ends of the boats 
are closed by a board nailed across, but left 
to let out the water which splashes 
over the sides of the boats from time to 
time. Short boards are laid across for seats, 
depending upon how many persons are to 
make the journey. A carpenter can make 
of these boats in half an hour.

above the river. 

The passenger cannot look twice at the 
scene. The next minute he has passed again 
into the timber; then comes curve after curve 
around a rocky mountain, and after a lit- 
tle while the cafion, which had seemed so 
nearly bottomless, has been left behind. 
The first twelve miles of the journey brings 
the. traveler to the western face of Pine 
Ridge, the last drift of snow disappears, and 
the stately groves of sugar pine and arbor 
vita begin to give place to tangled thicket 
of mantanita and chaparral, and the starved 


oaks take the place of the tamaracks which 
grow about the reservoir at the starting 
place. Climate succeeds climate as the boat 
rushes from ridge to ridge. 

Passing around the mountain at the head 
of Dry Creek, Fresno City, forty-fivé miles 
distant, is seen, with the morning sun kind- 
ling on the metal roofs and glancing from 
the dome of the Court-Hobse, so far away 
that it seems only a speck of light. Thesun 
by this time has also risen above the ridges, 
and its warmth falls gratefully upon the 
chilled and benumbed passengers in the lit- 
tle boat. 

Drawing Near the End. 


Although the roughest parts of the mount- 
ains are left behind after the head of Dry 
Creek is reached the flume has still some of 
its steepest grades below that point. The de- 
cline is not uniform, varying from a hardly 
perceptible grade to as much as one foot in 
eight. Down the steepest places the boat 
rushes at a speed which approaches very 
nearly the limit of safety. Within five or 
six miles further the flume sweeps round the 
brink of a high bold granite cliff, and two 
miles away and 2,000 feet below the little 
village of Toll House bursts into view. 
Green fields surround it, even in winter, but 
it has a forsaken appearance, for its day s of 
prosperity are numbered. It was for thirty 
years a stopping place for teamsters haul- 
ing iumber from the mountains, but tho 
flume will bring lumber down hereafter. and 
the teams will never return. Such is the lite 
and deaths of towns. 

When the flume has passed Toll House it 
has entered the foothills and the excitement 
is over. The way leads for twenty miles 
down a harrow valley, and the passengers 
in the boat have nothing to alarm them, as 
they glide along so smovthly and peacefully 
that if they shut their eyes they would prob- 
ably fall asleep. The speed grows less and 
less as the plains dre approached, and now 
and then vineyards or an orange orchard 
are seen standing in pleasing contrast with 
the ice and winter coldness of the mountains 
now 4,000 feet above. From the foot of the 
hills the distance to the terminus of the 
flume at Clovis is about twelve miles, and the 
speed lessens all the time. Before the end 
is reached the flume boat passes over fine 
vineyards, in which, even so late in the sea- 
son as December, large quantities of grapes 
load the vines. 

The end came at last, and so slowly was 
the little boat moving that the touch of a 
hand was sufficient to bring it to a stop, and 
the romantic ride of fifty-two miles was 
done. It had occupied four hours, and the 
boat in that time had carried its passengers 
from a region of winter, with its ice and 
snow. into a country where grapes still 
loaded the vines. 


Arizona’s Latest Novelty. 

An Arizona man is thus quoted: There 
are springs in Arizona where almost any ob- 
ject can peirified. Frogs, snakes, lizards, 
and other reptiles have ventured into some 
of these springs and been turned to stone. 
Leaves, twigs, and branches of trees have 
undergone the same process. But the most 
remarkable instance is that of a cattleman. 
He was in the habit of standing in one of 
these springs and bathing. He did this for 
some time, when he began to feel peculiar 
pains in his feet and ankles, and he stopped, 
but the pains continued, followed by a numb- 
ness that never left them. He lost all con- 
trol of the muscles of that part of his body, 
and it was but a few weeks until he realized 
that his feet had become petrified, and for 
the last year he has been unable to walk. 
The rest of his body was somewhat affected, 
but not so much.so, as the water had not 
submerged him.’’—Washington Star.
